Some of the members of the Council will be 
Surprised to | that an ordinance was in- 
treduced in the neil last evening authoriz- 
ing Mr. Lerkesf West Side company to lay a 
track on State street between Madison and 
Washington for the purpose of extending the 
West Side loop to State street, and an- 
other provision for a track on State 
street between Adams and Van Buren 
Streets for the purpose of completing a loop 
fot the lines passing through the new Van 
Buren street tunnel. It is understood that the 
company proposes to go east on Van Buren 
to State, north on State to Adams, and west 
on Adams to Franklin street. 

The State street section of the loop will par- 
allel the tracks of the Chicago City railroga 
company, and it is said the latter company 
will oppose the giving of such a franchise to 
the West Side company. 

The ordinance also all of the ordi- 
nances of the West Chicago Street railroad 
company now pending into one measure. A 
provision is for an extension of the Chicago av- 
enue line, with a further extension on ‘Grand 
avenue. The measure contains the usual 
provisions regarding licensing cars, transfers, 
and heating cars.

LINDSAY WILL NOT TAKE THE JOB. 


It Is Said He Will Refase to Go on the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission. 
Franxrortr, Ky,, Jan. 11.—(Special.]— 


Judge Lindsay will not accept the Presicent’s * 


proffered place on the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, The Judge will go to Washing- 
ton in a few days, and it is from there that the 
announcement of his declination will be made. 

Judge Lindsay is not the writer’s authority 
for these two very positive statements, but he 
personally knows them to be facts. Judge 
Lihdsay this morning refused to say for pub- 
lication what his course would be, and did so 
with the arf of aman who would like to do so 
had he not been bound by some idea of court- 
esy or other political ethics. Neither would 
he say that he was going to Washington at 
all, and he would not go till the last of this or 
the first of next week. 

In corroboration of these statements the 
following remarks this morning from a very 
close friend of Judge Lindsay are given. 
These remarks wére meant to be construed as 
a positive statement that the Judge would not 
accept. This friend said: 

“The prevalent belief here is that Judge 
Lindsay will not accept the appointment of 
Inter-State Commerce Commissioner. This 
is especially the case with those most intimate 
with him. It is thought he would have for- 
warded his letter of declination last week but 
for an intimation from Washington that he 
shouid at least visit that city before doing 80. 
He declines to discuss the subject at all, but 
Kentucky need not be surprised if he shall re- 
main a member of the State Senate. The rea- 
son assigned for this is the disparity between 
the salary attac to the office an In- 
come the Judge is making at present from 
his law practice.

National railroad, a larger number, it may be 
said in passing, than such an event usually 
calls together in a small place. The con- 
duétors have, notwithstanding the nature of 
their visit, listened to the telegraphers with 
patience. They say to others than labor 
people that the strike will be settled within 
thirty-six hours on the Aransas Pass system, 
and that they, thergfore, are not much con- 
cerned. The “settling”, within thirty-six 
hours means one of two things—either the 
Arausas Pass strikers are to be satisfied, or

necting lines to, on the one hand, an indorse- 
ment of the Aransas Pass people’s treatment 
of the men, or, on the other, a fight with the 
Inter-State Commerce laws. 

+ Will Await Detinite Action. 

A secret conference was held tonight at 
which the handling of freight by other lines 
was discussed, but none of the men will admit 
that definite action was taken. 

The position of the three lines that touch 
Laredo and have Aransas Pass connections 
was clearly stated recently by J. N. Galbraith, 
Superintendent ofa division of the Mexican 
National 400 miles long. Galbraith said that 
the roads must necessarily comply with the 
law; which plainly reads that the roads would 
commit a felony by refusing any freight that 
was offered. Freight trains were run for the 
first time today on the Aransas Pass road, and 
the question of refusal cannot be delayed for 
more than twenty-four hours. 

The Aransas Pass connections with the 
Mexican National are at Alice, Nueces County, 
Tex., and Corpus Christi. The International 
and Great N ern has connections at San 
Antonio, while the Texas and Mexican con- 
nection is at West Point, Tex. From these 
three points, therefore, news may be received 
at any moment that freight has been refused 
or accepted. On the nature of that news will 
probably depend the tying up of three more 
great roads. The Gulf, Colorado and Santa 
Fé railroad has an Aransas Pass connection at 
Wallis, Tex., the Southern Pacific route’s 
connections with Aransas lines are at San 
Antonio and Beeville. 


What One Road May Do. 

In an interview just held with Division 
Superintendent Galbraith of the Mexican 
National he said: 1 have too much con- 
fidence in all my men to believe that under 
any circumstances they will go back on me. 
They have absolutely no fault to find with the 
officials over them nor with their pay and 
hours. To have them go back on a road be- 
cause it refuses to act illegally would not be 
in accordance with their intelligence nor their 
ideas of right. 

When asked plainly if he would accept the 
freight nominally and after ordering his men 
to handle it fall back on their refusal as an 
excuse for the law’s violation, and start th: 
men back at their posts and thus continue his 


road in full operation, he declined to answer 


fully, He finally said that he hoped enough 
men would stay by the road to cause no in- 
convenience to either freight or passenger 
traffic. Many of the train hands say unre- 
servedly that acceptance of freight means a 
strike and traffic paralyzed and that there is 
no other alternative. 


FREIGHT IS RAPIDLY ACCUMULATING.

Repeiver Campbell of the International and 

Great Northern railroad was ‘interviewed in 


regard to the action of the federated labor or- 
ders in declaring they would not handle freight 
for the Aransas Pass road. Mr. Campbell 
was emphatic in the declaration that what- 


ever trouble might arise with his road from 


the operation of the strike on the San Antonio 


and Aransas Pass he would be guided entirely 


in his duties as receiver by the laws of the 


State, and by no other law, rule, or regulation 
whatever. This he repeated more than once, 
and said he hoped the expression would be un- 
derstood by all interested. 

Up to this time there has been no test case 
between the labor ana union employés. and 
the railroad. A Tot of cotton ordered to be 
shipped to Galveston was loaded in an empty 
San Antonio and Aransas Pass car standing 
in the Santa Fé yard yesterday. It is still 
standing on the siding, where it is likely to 
stand until the strike is adjugjed or the em- 
ployés get orders from headquarters to unload 
it and reload it in acar of some otner road. 
A half dozen engineers going south have re- 
fused to haul it and none of the train crews 
will touch it. 


A SERIOUS SITUATION IN TEXAS 


Unless Something Breaks a General Strike 
Will Occar. 

San Anronro, Tex., Jan. 11.—The strike 
situation looks gloomier than ever, The fail- 
ure of the conference between the manage- 
ment of the Aransas Pass railroad and the 
representatives of the strikers to accomplish 
satisfactory results has tended to widen the 
breach, and the belief is general that if in 
twenty-four hours some agreement is not 
reached the employés of the other roads cen- 
tering here who have pledged the 
strikers support will tie up those roads 
rather than handle coal or freight 
of the Aransas Pass. The railways 
have flotified their employés that under the 
law railway companies are compelled to 
handle each other’s business, and the employés 
have notified the company that they will not 
handle the Aransas Pass supplies or freight. 
If a settlement is not reached the tie-up which 
will likely be the result bids fair to outrival 
the general strike of eight years ago, 


Must Obey the Law, 

Laxzpo, Tex., Jan. 11.—Supt. Gaibraith of 
the Mexican National and Texas-Mexico rail- 
road, after arguments against the position as- 
sumed by the organization of ratiway em- 
ployés against handling Aransas Pass cars 
and freight, says: “The laws of the Texas 
Railroad Commission and the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission leave us no choice of 
the course to pursue. These laws carry ‘with 
them each a heavy penalty for failure on the 
part of any railroad company to receive, de- 
liver, and transport freight offered by any 
other line.

m Attempt to Move Freight. | 
Larnepo, Tex., Jan. 11.—[Special,)|—A 
freight-train will leave Alice, Tex., on the 
Texas Mexican road, tomorrow mormng. An 
attempt will be made there to put’ Aransas 
road freight upon it that is bilied to: this 
place. If the men there handle it, or if non- 
union men take it, the men here will undoubt- 
edly go out.

Corporation Counsel Miller submitted an 
opinion on the point raised by Ald.

To the Honorable the City Council of the City of 
Chicago—Gentlemen: In abedience to your order 
of Dec. 11, 1891, asking for my opinion whether 
the ordinance passed July 30, 1883, —— the 


within the meaning of Sec. 14, Art. 2, of the Con- 
stitution of 1870, I beg to say that my opinion is 
that the provision in question in the ordinance of 
1883 is not revocable and is not within the section 
of the Constitution referred to. 
The section of the Constitution referred to pro- 
vides that no ex-post facto law, or law impair- 
ing the obligation of contracts, or making any 
irrevocable grant of special privileges or immuni- 
ties shall be passed.” The charters of these com- 
panies, which were passed prior to the Constitu- 
tion of 1870. authorize them to construct and 
operate their railroads in the City of Chicago 
ver and along such street or streets as the Com- 
mon Council might by contract prescribe. It is 
settled that such a charter constitutes a contract, 
which, under the Constitution of the United 
States, cannot be impaired by a subsequent State 
Constitution or legislation. 

In the case of Chicago City Railroad Company 
vs. People, 73 III., 548, the question was involved 
whether a street railway ordinance passed by the 
Common Council after the adoption of the Con- 
stitution of 1870, was in violation of the provis- 
ion of that Constitution prohibiting special legis- 
lation granting amy special or exclusive privilege, 
immunity, or franchise; and the Supreme Court 
held in effect, that the charter of the railroad 
company. and not the ordinance, was the grant; 


‘ahd that an ordinance of the Common Council, 


under such charter of the railway company, au- 
thorizing the company to lay down and operate 
its railroad on prescribed streets, was not such a 
grant of special privileges as the Constitution 
referred to. The court said: 6 

“It is a misconception of the law to suppose the 
railway company derives any power to construct 
a railroad from any ordinance of the city. All its 
authority is from the State and is conferred by 
its charter. The city has delegated to it the 
power to say in what manner and on what condi- 
tions the company may exercise the franchises 
conferred by the State, but nothing more. The 
authority of the city in this regard is not affected 


by the provisions of the Constitution which in- | 


hibit the granting by the General Assembly of 
any special or exclusive privilege, immunity, or 
franchise. 
State to revoke that authority is a question that 
does not arise for decision and upon which we re- 


train from expressing any opinion. It is suffi- 


cient it has not been done by any provision of the 
Constitution, nor by any general law enacted by 
tlie Legislature.” 

This case was decided by a divided court. But 
it should control my opinion so long as it stands 
not overruled. It holds in effect that the part 
which, under the charters of these companies, the 
City Council takes in respect to the granting of 
the privilege of operating the strbéet-railway in the 
streets of the city is, not the granting of the priv- 
ilege, but only the power to say in what manner 
and upon what conditaon the company may exer- 
cise the privilege granted by the charter. [ think, 
under that decision, the provision in the ordinancé 
of July 90, 1883, extending the time limit for 
the operation of such railroads is not a law mak- 
ing a grant of special privileges within the mean-

All the Money Was Paid Out During the 
Run Preceding Suspension. 3 
Wrir1amsport, Pa., Jan. 11.—The First 
National Bank of Muncy was closed by order 
of Bank Examiner Dengler today. Previous 
to the announcement of the suspension there 


was a run, durmg which between $7,000} 


and $8,000, all the money on hand, 
was paid out. Dela Green, the cashier and 
ex-bank examiner of this district, was arrest- 
ed tonight, as startimg disclosures were made 
during the evening. When Examiner Dengler 
arrived Saturday he found that a portion of 
the vault could not be opened, and he sent to 
New York for an expert. The man arrived 
last night, and worked five hours before 
gettmg the vault door open. It was 
then found that $23,000 in cash and bonds was 
gone. Shortly after this depositors started 
the run. Dela Green was arrested while in 
bed and was taken before United States 
Commissioner Bentley, who demanded 
bail in the sum of $20,000. Examiner 
Dengler said that the affairs of the bank are in 
very bad shape and it looks as if the institu- 
tion had been looted. A shortage of at least 
$40,000 has already been discovered. The 
President is Capt. John M. Bowman, who also 
acted as cashier during the time Dela Green 
was Bank Examiner. The investigation is still 
under way.

The first article written for the World shall 
clearly define the kind of tariff laws in which that 
journal believes, If it believes in absolute free 
trade it shail say so. If it believes in a tariff for 
revenue only it shall so state; and by whatever 
position it takes the World also shall promise to 
abide during the coming national campaign. 
Each writer shall stand by the system so defined. 
These two articles shall be submitted to both 
journals, and until each is satisfied that the state- 
ment of the other is full and complete neither ar- 
ticle is to be. published. In all statements ad- 
herence to the exact truth shall be required of 
each writer. 

On the 29th of December the World replied 
to the effect that the conditions which the 
Tribune added to uus proposition were such as 
to make the arraugement impossible. Hence 
the Tribune indulges in mild exultation. 

It must be admitted, however, that some of 
the conditions are impracticable. Where is 
the man whose “ utterances on the tariff will 
be accepted as authoritative by the Democratic 
party of the United States’? As well ask for 
a man whose utterances on theological ques- 
tions will be acceptable to all theologians. 
There was a time when there were Democrats 
who would have filled the bill. Mr. Cleveland 
was one of them. Mr. Mills was another. 
But that is not the case now. They have been 
deposed. “ There is now no King in Israel, 
and every man does that which is right in the 
sight of his own eyes.” The Democratic 
party is even more torn up over the tariff 
question than the Presbyterians over the re- 
vision of the Confession of Faith. The party 
is in a fermentation stage, and what kind of a 
erced it may evolve is uncertain. It may de- 
cide that it 1s best to have none, | 

Nor is it exactly fair to insist that the 
World shall promise in advance to advocate 
during the coming campaign the tariff policy 
which it believes in or defends now. Its 
ideas as to that policy may change with the 
changing situation. That paper does not 
stand now where it did six months ago. It 
may modify its views again next month. If the 
national platform of its party lays down a 
tariff position which differs from that which 
the World has been occupying the latter as a 
thorough-going party paper would feel obliged 
to abandon the old doctrine and defend the 
new. Were it to give its assent to the condi- 
tions of the Tribune and that paper were to 
convert it to protection, the World would be 
unable to express its new convictions and 
would have to continue preaching doctrines it 
desired to repudiate. No man should be 
bound to eternal allegiance to a tariff doctrine 
any more than to a church creed, 

As for the demand that adherence to the 
exact truth shall be required of each writer 
it is too fantastic and visionary to be enter- 


put an end to all discussion. The most that 
should be required of the parties to an argu- 
ment is that they use a certain percentage of 
“exact truth” in their disquisitions and then 
till up the remainder with what they like to 
believe is truth but which may or may not be 
80. 

Therefore on the whole the World was justi- 
fied in refusing to accept the conditions of the 
Tribune. But since it is desirous that its read- 
ers should have the true doctrine preached to 
them, and since the other New York paper 
must feel likewise, why cannot some such 
plan as the following be adopted? Let each 
side choose a champion, and let them go be- 
fore the editors of the two papers and plead. 
The arguments may be kept up for a week or 
a month until one or both of the able editors 
are converted. Then he or they can proceed 
to expound the new doctrine to the readers, 
who will be saved thus the necessity of toiling 
through a mass of printed matter, which may 
bewilder more than it enlightens them. Or if 
this does hot suit the manager of the World 
let him investigate the subject for himself, 
reading all the books which have been written 
pro and con—there are many thousands of 
them—and listening to all the men who be- 
lieve they are authorities—their name is le- 
gion—and after he has made up his own 
mind let Lim give his subscribers the benefit 
of his mature conclusions. 


MINERAL PRODUCTION. 

The and Mining Journal pre- 
sents statistics and estimates of the yield of 
minerals in the United States last year. The 
following are the principal figures, with com- 
parisons against the business of 1890: Gold, 
1,620,000 ounces, worth $33,250,000, increase 2 
per cent; silver, 58,000,000 ounces, incrense 6 
per cent; pig on. 8,976,000 tons, decrease 12365 
percent; steel rails, 1,090,000 tons of 2,240 
pounds each, decrease nearly 50 per cent; 
copper, 292,620,000 pounds, increase 10½ per 
cent; lead, 205,488 tons, increase 13 per cent ; 
nickel, 144,841 pounds, decrease 28 per cent; 
tin, 123,366 pounds; aluminum, 163,820 
pounds, increase 73 per cent; anthracite coal, 
42,839,800 long tons, increase 125 per cent; 
bituminous coal, 98,000,000 long tons, in- 
crease 5 percent; salt, 10,229,691 barrels of 280 
pounds, increase 5 per cent. The total value of 
the mineral output for the year is estimated in 
round numbers at $1,000,000,000. In 1890 the 
value of the principal items at the place of 
production was estimated to exceed $650,000,- 
000, but the list did not inclade some of the 
items entering into the larger sum named for 
last year,

GOV. | WKINLEY’s INAUGURAL. 

The new Governor of Ohio was inaugurated 
yesterday, and his message was sent to the 
General Assembly. It is a brief, business-like 
document, dealing chiefly with matters which 
pertain exclusively to the State. There are 
two of hs recommendations, however, which 
have more than meré local interest. Speak- 
ing of the World’s Fair he says: 

Ohio was instrumental in securing the 
location of the tion at the inland metropolis 


of the Republic, near the center of its agricultural 
and commercial interests. The citizens of Chi-

more than $11,000.000. Not only should the Legis- 
lature of Ohio see to it that ample provision is 
made to have a creditable exifibit from this State, 

but the people and their representatives should 
also urge upon Congress to take such action as 
will make this Expasition 3 the great event 
it celebrates, and worthy also the dignity and 
honor of the Nation. 


Ohio has already appropriated $100,000, 
Michigan, Colorado, and Washington, all of 
them smaller States, have done the same. Ohio 
cannot pretend to do justice to its manifold 
great interests with the small sum mentioned 
above, and this suggestion that a further ap- 
propriation be made surely will meet with the 
approval of the Legislature. The declaration 
that Chicago has kept its promises in regpri 
to the Exposition, and the strong hint that 
Congress should do its part in making that 
great enterprise the full success it should be 
are timely, and will have their effect on public 
sentiment, by which Congressmen are 80 
largely controlled. 

The other recommendation is in reference 
to the redistricting of the State for Congress- 
men under the new census and the restoration 
to the citizens of Ohio who were disfranchised 
by che last Democratic gerrymander of 1890 
of their rightful voice in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. While pointmg out the iniquities 
of the present apportionment, which was 80 
made that though the Republicans carried the 
State last year by 21,000 they had a plurality 
in only seven of the twenty-one Congressional 
districts, he warns the party not to abuse its 
power in the Legislature by making an ap- 
portionment which is equally unfair the other 
way. The advice is needed. One redistriet- 
ing bill has been introduced which would give 
the Democrats, it is asserted, a certainty of 
only four Congressmen. Were such a measure 
passed, it would cause popular dissatisfaction, 
as Gov. McKinley points out, and would help 
the Democrats to carry the next Ce Gp 
and give them a pretext for redistricting 
State anew for their own benefit. The Repub- 
licans should heed the Governor’s wise 
counsel, 


REDUCING COTTON ACREAGE. 

The Cotton Growers’ and Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of the South meant business at the 
Memphis meeting of last week, and did it. 
The gathering was a numerous one, and in- 
cluded many prominent mer. Every one of 
the cotton-growing 8 was represented, 
and the sentiment seemed to be unanimous in 
favor of the resolve to decrease for the coming 
year the acreage of cotton by 20 per cent. 
Such a reduction was regarded as the only so- 
lution of the problem confronting the grow- 
ers, who find themselves crop-poor after the 
banner yield of 1890 had been followed by one 
almost as large in 1891. It was not proposed 
to let one-fifth of the land lie idle, but to bring 
about a diversification of crops by cultivating 
corn, or clover, or onions, and thus do sonfe- 
thing iu the production of food instead of sim- 
ply providing a staple for clothing goods. 

The speakers at the convention stated that 
the current price in New York was eight cents 
per pound. That was the average price from 
1841 to 1850, but the figure has not been so low 
since then ti chis season, and now it means a 
clear loss of $3.7 epar @aln of 500 pounds, or 
over $26,000,000 on a 7,000,000 crop, without 
reckoning interest charges on the advances 
made to farmers. At nine cents there would 
be a profit of $1.25 per bale, the cost of pro- 
duction being figured at eight and three-quar- 
ters cents, minus the average expense of ship- 
ping to New York and selling it there. It was 
stated that the area available for the culture 
will never limit the production, as North 
Carolina, which stands sixth on the list of pro- 
duchhg States, has 19,000,000 acres that could 
produce the 8,500,000 crop of 1890 and still 
have land to spare for other crops. If the 
cotton-picking machine which is now being 
experimented with proves a success, as prom- 
ised, the temptation will be to a further in- 
crease in production, for it is easy to plant 
cotton. It requires far greater ability, intelli- 
gence, and pluck to plant one acre of tobacco 
(in the South) than to plant 100 acres of cot- 
ton. 77 

One speaker advocated the holding of the 
crop of 1892 till consumers were willing to 
pay fair prices for it. Another was laughed 
down because he insisted that the world does 
not overproduce anything, and wanted the 
farmers to raise more cotton, so that many 
people might wear shirts who now have to go 
without. Anothor protessed himself anxious 
to head a commune that would depose the 
despot, King Cotton, and let the people rule, 
apparently forgetting that it is the people who 
determine how. much shall be paid for cotton 
and reap the advantage when cotton is cheap. 
He told his hearers that cotton is the Czar who 
by his oppressions is bringing their gray heads 
to the grave, holding their noses to the grind- 
stone, and fotcing them to pull the beli-cord 
over a mortgaged mule the balance of their 
earthly sumaiers. But the same gentleman 
was sensible enough to say it is not the scarci- 
ty of circulating money that has caused the 
depression in the selling price of cotton and 
similarly depressed those of the cereals two 
years ago. Gov. Eagle said the only solution 
of the problem is to cut up the two and three 
thousand acre plantations into smaller. ones 
and put good, energetic people on them. That 
is the true way to build up the South. It was 
understood be considered this would 
bring about the diversification of the crops 
which most of the speakers seemed to regard 
as essential to reducing the acreage planted to 
cotton. 

The resolve being made, it remains to be 
seen if the farmers will live up to it. Of 
course but a few of their number are parties 
to the agreement, except as they may choose 
to regard it as bindung. The mischief in such 
a case is that each inan is tempted to raise a 
little ee in the hope of being able 

) of the better prices to be 
ee else has cut down, 
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intention. leaving those n- 
the sufferers. It is open to doubt that the 
proposed action would be wise, even if it can 
be carried outunanimously. Something more 
than the passing of resolutions in convention, 
or even than the ordinary care bestowed’ on 
the crop from planting to gathering, is neces- 
sary to be taken into the account in determin- 
ing the magnitude of the yield. It was long 
ago observed ‘that Paul might plant and 
Apollos water, but God alone could give the 
increase. The discontented cotton-growers 
may take a lesson out of the book of their 
corn-growmg brethten farther North. The 
latter produced so much in 1889 that prices 
went down two years ago to the lowest point 
known in a quarter of a century. A few 
months later those corn-growers found prices 
higher, and now they are receiving good pay 
for what they have to sell from one of tha 
largest crops ever raised. This was not ac. 
complished by resolving to decrease produc- 
tion, but by hanging conditions of the seasons 
here and in Europe.

ance of Minnesota has repudiated the mad 
and dangerous doctrines of the majority of 


that organization, and the minority is so large 
and determined that the power of the Alliance 
for mischief will be greatly erippled The 
extremists indorsed the Subtreasury and land 
loan schemes of the Ocala platform unequivo- 
cally. They insisted that the government should 
set its presses at work and begin turning out 
„flat stuff to be loaned to the peaple at 2 
per cent a year. And at the same time that 
they were calling on the National Government 
to issue billions of shinplasters, which would 
have no purchasing value and could be used 
only for the payment of old debts and the 
swindling of creditors, they demanded the 
“free and unlimited coinage of silver, some- 
thing which cannot co-exist with the unlimit- 
ed issue of flat. When the printing presses 
are running on serip the mints stand idle. To 
ask in the same breath for stumptail silver is 
absurd, for the further reason that one means 
only a 25 per cent and the other a total repudi- 
ation of debts. 

The minority of the Alliance had wit enough 
to see some of the defects of the Ucala plat- 
form. They saw that it was designed to be 
class legislation for the benefit of the farm- 
ers alone. As the latter have been protesting 
against that kind of legislation, it would hard- 
ly do for them to ask for themselves from 
Congress what they had abused it for doing 
for others. The minority had sense enough to 
see also that the fluctuation in value of prod- 
ucts and the machinery necessary to carry out 
these plans make.it totally impracticable of . 
successful operation. 

They might have stated with even more 
truth that a great number of those who voted 
for the platform did so simply because they 
had bought land or materials, promising to 
pay for them; that they had had the 
use of that land and those materials and 
the profite of their use; that they wanted to 
become absolute owners of those things with- 
out paying for them; and that they favored 
the land loan and Subtreasury schemes that 
they might be able to. get hold of some worth- 
less shinplasters and employ them to cancel 
their indebtedness and cheat their creditors 
without violating the law. As to what may 
happen afterwards these fellows care nothing. 
The only thing in sight with them is to hang 
on to their creditors’ property. 

Eliminate these men and the cranks and 
there remains ® résiduym of conscienceless 
politicians who are fishing for office, and who 
will use any bait to catch suckers. Happily 
there are numbers of Minnesota farmers who 
are not to be caught by worn-out politicians 
or new-fangled theories. There is something 
in the idea of cheap money which attracts 
unthinking men. It has the same fascination 
for them that the hope vf speculative gains has 
for ochers. But some progress has been made 
when a large and influential minority of the 
Minnesota farmers reach the fixed conclusion 
that the particular kind of cheap money of- 
fered them by Ignatius Donnelly and other 
friends of the people would be a curse and not 
a blessing to them. 


THE STATE EXHIBITS AT THE WORLD'S 
FAIR. 


Latest intelligence from the various States 
brings cheering evidence that the people are 
arousing to the importance of adequate repre- 
sentation at the World’s Fair, and are ia favor 
of ample appropriations by the State Legisla- 
tures for that purpose. The New York Legis- 
lature will meet this evening for work, aad 
one of the first measures to be introduced will 
be a bill by Senator Cantor, similar to one to 
be offered in the Assembly by Mr. Ward, ask 
ing $250,000 for use this year in making the 
New York exhibit, and having in view also an 
appropriation of a like sum next year, which 
will aggregate the amount asked for in the bill 
prepared by theMerchants’ committee. Mean- 
while the bill of the Chamber of Commerce. 
asking for the appropriation of a round mill- 
ion of dollars will be introduced and pushed 
forward with energy. It is to be hoped the 
larger amount will be appropriated. is no 
more than is necessary to secure for New 
York the exhibit it should make, and it is no 
more than will be expected generally of the 
Empire State. Gov. Flower’s recommenda- 
tion to the Legislature, while not as husi- 
astic as it might have been, still was cordial 
and friendly, and should secure prompt 
action. The Democratic Governor of Massa- 
chusetts also shows his friendly feeling, and 
with much more enthusiasm in its utterance 
than Gov. Flower. Last year the Legislature 
of that State appropriated $75,000 and pro- 
vided for the appointment of a Board of 
Managers, which is already at work. Gov. 
Russell, however, is of opinion that the appro- 
priation is not large enough for such au ex- 
hibit as Massachusetts ought to make, and 
that it does not compare favorably with those 
made by other States. He says in his message: 

I recommend that the appropriation be in - 
creased. I believe that all our people are deter- 
mined that this Exposition shall be an unquali- 
fied success, and are willing to do their full share 
to this end. It certainly is most important, more 
important than the question of expense, that Mas- 
sachusetts should make such an exhibit of her 
products and resources, of her history and insti- 
tutions, as will give her there the proud pre 
eminence which she holds throughout the Union. 

Gov. McKinley speaks in his message, 
printed elsewhere, in no unceréain manner as 
to the duty of his State. Inasmuch as Ohio 
was largely instrumental in securing the loca- 
tion of the Exposition at the inland metrop- 
olis of the republic, near to the center of its 
agricultural and commercial interests,” and 
as Chicago and Illinois have done their part 
in securing the site and over $11,000,000, he 
recommends not only that the Legislature 
should make an ample appropriation but that 
it should also urge upon Congress to go and 
do likewise. 

The Legislature of Kentucky has not yet 
made any appropriation for its exhibit at ¢he

The Rev, N. Bromley. Warden of xing’s 
College Hospital, said: “We could not take 
a single case of influenza now, because almost 
every bed in the house is in use ana we should 
not know where to put another patient.“ 

At Charing Cross Hospital Mr. A. E. Reade, 
the Secretary, said: We take in serious 
cases of influenza when there is room, but at 
present we have no room, and it is not possi- 
ble just now to set apart a ward for influenza, 
so we shall be compelled to refuse all such 
cases at present.

Of thos first number 257 cases were 
caused by diseases of the respiratory organs, 
and of these only five were attributed to real 
gtip, The number of persons attacked by the 
influenza is considerable, but altogether the 
malady has taken a milder form than it did 
in 1889 and 1890, when, during the months ef 
December and January, 3,000 deaths a week 
occurred. 

At Cahors 1,000 persons are affected out of 
15,000 population. At Montpellier the mortal- 
ity is increasi at Marseilles tne deaths 
are ming alarmly numerous. At Caen the 
epidemic is now exclusively attacking persons 
of advanced age. At Cherbourg seventy- 
three deaths from grip occurred between Jan. 
1 and 10. At Pas de Calais a fifth of the pop- 
ulation is affected. 

In Vienna the Burgomaster made a report 
to Commercial Council that influenza is 
evidemic.

DEATH OF MRS. SARAH BEBB, 


Wife of an Ex-Governor of Ohio Who Had 
an Exciting Experience in Tillinois. 

Rocxronp, III., Jan. 11.— [Special.] — Mrs. 
Sarah Bebb, wife of the late William Bebb, 
who was Governor of Ohio in 1846, died here 
yesterday. She moved West with the ex-Gov- 
ernor in 1850, then purchasing 5,000 acres of 
land near here. She had resided in this vicin- 
ity since and was well known. Her death re- 
calls a thrilling incident of the early days. 
While living at Fountaindale, near Seward, a 
charivari party besieged the Bebb home. 
Prof. M. S. Bebb had just returned from Mas- 
sachusetts with his bride, and the young men 
of the neighborhood one night tried to make 
hfe miserable for the newly-wedded pair. 
When the charivari party approached the 
house they were warned to keep away, but 
they still persisted. The senior Mr. Bebb 
sej a shotgun and fired into the air in 
hopes of frightening the crowd away. In- 
stead of becoming scared they made a rush 
for the house. The report of a gun was heard 
and Lemuel Clemens, one of the leaders and 
one of the most po ular young men in the 
neighborhood, fell dead. This created the 
wildest excitement for a time. Mr. Bebb 
was subsequently arrested, and an exciting 
trial followed.

It is said that in this endeavor to secure the 
convention for Des Moines Mr. Richardson 
has the aid of both Senators Gorman and Hill, 
who havd reasons of their own for favoring 
the Iowa city. „it is said, agree that if 
any of the Western cities which are now press- 
ing their claims, unless it be Indianapolis, are 
chosen, the local sentiment would be too 
strong in favor of the nomination of Cleve- 
land to be overcome, and this is a result they 
are anxious to avoid. In Indianapolis, 
on the other hand, they would have to 
contend with a Gray boom, and Gray iss 
nominee not at allto their likmg. The re- 
cent declaration of Senator Palmer in favor 
of Cleveland has made these politicians afraid 
of Chicago, and to go west of the Missouri 
River 1s out of the question. 

But in Des Moines the original Cleveland 
sentiment would be met and overcome by the 
counter sentiment in favor of Gov. Boies, and 
that last they are not afraid to meet. In fact, 
ary | are not at dll averse to the nomination 

ov. Boies; certainly not to the second 
place on the ticket, while, in case of being un- 
able to agree on the he they feel that they 
could perhaps go a good deal further and fare 
worse. Besides this, since the last State elec- 
tion the Democrats of the East have gotten it 
into their head that they can carry Iowa in a 
national election, and Mr. Richardson expects 
to work on this idea, 

The fact that Des Moines was to be urged 
as the location of the convention has been 
kept quiet up to now, and so nothing has been 
done by the citizens to press its claims. 
Des Moines, however, is especially well sit- 
uated in the way of accessibility, its railroad 
facilities being unexcelied. In order to ac- 
commodate the convention it would be neces- 
sary to build an auditorium and arrange on 
an extensive scale for the accommodation of 
the delegates and visitors, but Des Moines 
never does anything by halves and a number 
of prominent citizens interviewed tonight say 
that they will promise to duplicate if not ex- 
cel any offers made by any other city.

Milwaukee Sued for Alleged Contamina- 
tion of Lake Michigan Waters. 
Mriwauxez, Wis., Jan. 11.— [Special. 
Mayor Somers was this afternoon served with 
an order, issued by Court Commissioner Ryan, 
at the instance of Frederick Kuehn, to show 
cause before the Circuit Court next Saturday 
why the city should not be enjoined from 
dumping its garbage in the lake, a practice 
that has prev for some months. Kuehn 
is a fisherman who has the coòperation in his 
movement of all the other fishermen im the 
city. In his complaint Kuehn avers that in 
the water of Lake Michigan, within a radius 
of twenty miles of the city, there are valuable 
and merchantable fish to be had and the 
water itself is fit for domestic use 
and ie actually i 
people of the city for 
use. The city, the complaint goes on té state, 
collects garbage which it has been dumping 
into the lake in and around the plaintiff's 
fishing ground, thereby driving away the fish 
and tearing the plaintit s nets so that he had 
to take them away, thereby willfully destroy- 
ing the plaintiff’s enjoyment of the waters of 
the lake. The city has no legal right to so 
dump the garbage, it is alleged, and the cor- 
ruption of the waters is a public, ay 
sance. The — and currents, it 
stated, ca the garbage about the lake 
for many miles, and if the city is allowed to 
deposit garbage anywhere within fifty miles 
the fishing will be destroyed. . or gee

An increased activity in 
ding and improvement of canals is no- 
ticeable in some of the most progressive nations 
of the world—particularly where commercial 
competition is the keenest. Of this France and 
Germany afford conspicuous examples. In En- 
gland there are several vast ship canal schemes 
under way and in projection. The revival of in- 
terest in canals is true also as to a number of our 
sister States. 


Should Not Be Abandoned. 


Some States that have abandoned their canals 
now regret that action. and several are endeavor- 
ing to recover the franchise which had been dis- 

d of to private individuals or to corporations, 
Janada is now seeking, by enlarging ind extend 
ing her canals, to secure a large portion of the 
grain-carrying trade of this continent. 

In this connection attention is called to a 
demonstration in Ohio of the value of improve- 
ment of waterways —viz.: the Muskingum River, 
navigation on which will be resumed in the com-

BOTH SIDES SLIGUT MR, ENGLE, 


Republicans and Democrats Alike in Iowa 
Ignore the Statesman fram Jasper. 

Des Mornzs, Ia., Jan..11.—[Special. ]—Sen- 
ator Engle is not as largé a man tonight as he 
was last night, but his importance is still con- 
siderable. However, the conditions are slight- 
ly changed and the Jasper County statesman 
is in a situation which makes it necessary 
either that he vote with the Republicans on 
the organization of the Senate or go squarely 
back upon himself. Then, too, if he does go 
to the Republicans he has lost his opportunity 
of being the autocrat of the Senate. It all 
came about in this way. 

After interviewing first one party and then 
the other for a g portion of the night Sen- 
ator Engle drew up a proposition in writing 
and submitted it to a caucus of the Republican 
Senators this morning. In return for his vot- 
ing with the Republicans on 

it provided that he 
elected President — 
Creston should be retary, and J. W. Cliff 
or —— of J — County Second Assist- 
ant retary. pry phen gee ave control of 
the Committees of bor, Mines and Mining, 
Commerce, Railroads, and Publie Health, 
and should, in connection with the Republic- 
ans, select ten of the important committees. 
The fifteen lawyers of the Senate should 
constitute the Committee on Judiciary, with 
Senator Harsh (Republican) of Union County 
as Chairman. e (Engle) was to be the 
author of the Australian Ballot bill to be 
adopted and to name the Sergeant-at-Arms, 
the Republicans the Doorkeepers, the commit- 
tee clerks to be divided équaily, Engle nam- 
ing half and the Republicans half. Finally he 
was to make the nominations before the Sen- 
ate as an independent. The acceptance of 
this scheme would necessitate changing the 
rules and so framing them as to take from 
the presiding officer of the Senate the right to 
name the committees. * 

When this proposition was read before the 
Republican caucus it fairly took the Senators’ 
breath away, and by the time they had suffi- 
ciently recov to fuily realize the breadth 
and depth of the modesty of the Senator from 
Jasper their indignation broke out in the most 
fiery of speeches. After a short one-sided de- 
bate it was voted almost unanimously not to 
accept the proposition, and the Senators, also, 
with entire unanimity, refused to vote for any 
slate for officers of the Senate was headed 
with Robb’s name for Secretary. 

Then Senator Engle sent in a verbal propo- 
sition. This time he got down the pole with 
an agility that would do credit to a Chicago 
fireman. He agreed to throw Robb over- 
board and vote for J. W. Cliff for Secretary. 
He would give up all censorship of the commit- 
tees, but he wanted to still make the nomina- 
tions before the Senate and also be the author 
of the Australian Ballot bill. By this time, 
however, the temper of the caucus was 


such that the Senators were, not disposed 


to look with favor upon anything that he 
might offer. They haa concluded that in his 
first proposition he wanted to do the whale 
and Jonah act with the Republican party, and 
they determined not.to treat with him at all, 
The Democrats also declined to have any- 
thing todo with him. He approached 
Hunter, member of the Democratic Central 
committee and general political manager for 
the party, and offered to give the Democrats 
the support of the Engle party in the Senate 
if he was allowed to name half of the officers. 
Mr. Hunter told him that he need not take 
the trouble to make out his list, for the Demo- 
crats would not do business with him. And 
so matters stood when the first session of the 
Senate convened at 2 p. m. today, 

The Legislature opened quietly, and in the 
Senate Lieut.-Gov. Poyuer presided and W. 
R. Cochran was made ‘Temporary Secretary. 
Senators Gatch, Kelly, Finn, and Gobble 
were appointed a Committee on Credentials 
and minor temporary officers were selected 
from both parties. After selection of seats 
the Senate adjourned, and both parties went 
into caucus. 

The House was called to order by B. B. 
Lane, Polk County. J. C. Wyckoff (Rep. ) 
was made Temporary Speaker and H. S. Wil 
cox Temporary Clerk. A Credentials com- 
mittee was appointed, consisting of Chase, 
Clark, Coffin, Dayton, and Beem.

He First Introduced the “ Pan-American”

The bill showed that the, Chicago City rail- 
way company owns $8,853,000, or $108,000, par 
value, more than one-half of the capital stock 
of the South Side Rapid Transit com- 
pany, and $500,000, par value, of the 
$7,500,000 of the bonds of the Alley 
L.“ that the latter company was prac- 
tically controlled by the Chicago City railway 
company. It was clear, decided the court, 
that the act of the defendant in purchasing 
the stock was illegal, but not so as to the 
bonds. The defendant had no right to invest 
its assets in such stock and to do so might re- 
sult in serious loss to the stockholders, which
